Yancy 
on opera: 

be ready 
to laugh

A “light and very funny com¬ 
edy” is the way English instruct¬ 
or and opera buff Jimmy Yancy 
describes ‘‘The Barber of Se¬ 
ville.” 

‘The Barber’ should provide 
the audience with jolly laughter,” 
Yancy predicted for the March 4 
performance in Wise Auditorium 
by the Texas Opera Theater. 

Yancy has seeri ‘‘The Barber of 
Seville” in Italian three times—in 
Fort Worth, London and in New 
York by the Metropolitan Opera. 

The Texas Opera Theater’s 
performance in English “won’t 
be quite the same as in Italian, 
but much of Gioacchino Rossini’s 
and Mozart’s works are quite im¬ 
pressive in English,” Yancy said. 

“Languages have their own 
characteristics and composers use 
the sound of a language to help 
express the meaning,” Yancy 
explained. Some opera might 
suffer through translation but 
Yancy does not expect the Eng¬

lish version of “The Barber” to 
be less entertaining. 

Rossini’s operas have “a lot of 
funny business that makes them 
effective and well received,” he 
noted. 

Originally entitled, ‘‘Almaviva, 
ossiaT inutile precauzione” (“Al¬ 
maviva, or the Futile Precau¬ 
tion’’), the story shows the futility 
of trying to protect Russia from 
the Count Almaviva, said Yancy. 

It shows how’’absolutely futile 
it was especially when confronted 
by the mastermind Figaro.” Fig¬ 
aro is the central character. 

Though the opera was first 
staged in 1816, it is still popular 
because “it is still entertaining,” 
Yancy explained. !‘The music is 
always fresh in this opera because 
it is not subject to hit parade 
standards. The finest is the finest 
for one reason—more people like 
it longer.” 

The opening aria in the opera is 
sung by Figaro, who declares he 
is the “factotum” or someone 
who can do anything. It is one of 


the most famous arias in all 
opera. Yancy believes it is “one 
of the two or three best known 
arias.;’ 

Every time someone hears a 
song or sees a movie, play or 
opera they have some sort of 
emotional movement, Yancy 
says. 

Yancy said after he saw “The 
Barber of Seville” he had a 
“feeling of delight because every¬ 
thing is settled, everyone is hap¬ 
py.” Even Dr. Bartolo, Rosina’s 
harsh guardian, is satisfied at the 
end. 

He has seen 300 operas in such 
places as Santa Fe, N. Mex., 
“where the best summer opera in 
the United States is performed.” 

He has also seen operas in 
London, Paris, Moscow, Rome 
and New York. He has heard such 
stars as Maria Calas, Richard 
Tucker, John Vickers and a young 
American star Frederica von 
Stade, who performs “the best 
Rosina” he has ever heard. But 
he is looking forward to this one.

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Board approves Social Security discontinuation 


Social Security deductions from 
faculty and staff paychecks will be 
discontinued March 31, 1978 as a 
result of action by the Board of 
Trustees in compliance with a 
faculty request. 

By unanimous decision the 
board Thursday decided to dis¬ 
continue the deductions after a 
faculty referendum requested the 
change. 

In other business the board: 

• heard from college attorney 
Bill Reeves on the April 3 election 
to fill seats four, five and six on 
the Board of Trustees. 

• approved the transfer of 
certain stocks and royalty inter¬ 
ests from the TJC account to the 
TJC Foundation. 

• heard from instructor Mrs. 
Nell Warren on the technical 
program in fashion merchandis¬ 
ing. 

The board’s decision ended 20 
years of Social Security deduct¬ 
ions. Faculty and staff voted in 
the system in 1955 and went into

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Driver mistakes 
create accidents 

Large car, small car, dangerous intersection or 
heavily traveled street--the question is what can be done 
to stop traffic accidents. 

Many people over-react when they read or hear of 
traffic accidents and fatalities, says the Governor’s Of¬ 
fice of Traffic Safety. 

They cry for more laws, better enforcement, safer 
cars and better roads. These people don’t stop to realize 
most traffic accidents stem from drivers’ errors. 

Errors could be speeding, driving while drinking, 
running stop signs, passing while unsafe, failing to 
yield or falling asleep at the wheel. 

The Governor’s Office can’t lobby for laws to govern 
all driver errors. Even if they could the laws probably 
would not be obeyed. 

If the state can’t legislate driving errors away, 
officials are at least trying “to arouse ‘grass roots’ 
support’’ in eliminating the human mistake factor: 

The Highway User’s Federation and the Texas 
Safety Association have just sponsored the first state¬ 
wide conference, “People’s Campaign for Traffic Safe¬ 
ty” 

The two-day Austin meeting was to mobilize “grass 
roots’’ support to reduce the highway fatality rate to no 
more than three persons per 100 million vehicle miles 
by 1980. With this purpose in mind, a campaign title, 
“3 by 80” was adopted by the conference’s sponsors. 

One agency or group alone cannot hope to solve all 
the traffic safety problems. But efforts of enforcement, 
judicial, rehabilitation, education and governmental 
agencies with common goals can be effective. 

Any efforts to reduce traffic accidents requires 
cooperation from drivers.

Johnston claims 
TM not religion 
but tension reliever 


To the editor: 

This letter is in direct response 
to a recent article in this paper on 
the subject of transcendental 
meditation. The author called 
upon campus religious directors 
Larry Heath and Dom Emmitte 
for opinionated research on the 
subject. This, I must say is 
equivalent to letting a car mech¬ 
anic perform delicate surgery. 

The Bible directors accused TM 
of being a religious practice in 
direct competition with Christian 
theology. This statement could 
hardly be further from the truth. 
TM is taught in the United States 
and around the world by Maha- 
rishi Mahesh Yogi. 
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The instruction begins with an 
introductory lecture on the pract¬ 
ical benefits of TM. There is 
never any mention of religion nor 
any attempt at indoctrination by 
any of the Maharishi’s personally 
trained instructors. TM, as one 
discovers upon beginning in¬ 
struction, is a simple technique of 
reducing day to day tension. For 
the one million persons having 
received instructions meditation 
is precisely that. 

The meditator sits comfortably 
for 20 minutes, twice a day, 
letting his natural inward 
thoughts flow. The meditator 
repeats a sound, known as a 
mantra, which enables him to 
attain subtler states of thought, 
and in effect relieves great 
amounts of tension. 

Much research has been done 
on TM since it has become 
popular. This research has shown 
that TM is indeed an extremely 
deep form of rest. It is in fact a 
more restful state of mind than 
that of deepest sleep. 

The body’s rate of metabolism 
is reduced considerably during 
meditation. Heart rate and res¬ 
piration are also decreased, just 
as takes place in deep sleep. The 
brain’s production of alpha waves 
is increased, this too signifying a 
state of profound rest. Meditation 
has been used to lower blood 
pressure in patients with hyper¬ 
tension. 

Meditation has other important 
practical applications. It is being 
used by the army to treat drug 
addiction and is proving quite 
successful. 

Of all meditators who used 
drugs (including alcohol) mpmf 8 " 
entering TM instruction, only a 
very few continue. TM is being 
applied to treatment of severe 
mental illness and amazingly it 
has proved an effective treatment 
in rehabilitating deeply disturbed 
mental patients. 

Meditators, as a result of TM, 
report significant changes in their 
lives. Many report increased en¬ 
ergy and zeal for life, clarity of 
mind and cessation of much 
worry. Meditators also report 
better interpersonal relations, in¬ 
creased tolerance of others, and 
enhanced self-acceptance and 
self-awareness. 

After having meditated only 
eight months I myself can testify 
that TM does indeed produce all 
of these changes. More important 
I have experienced the subtle 
self-improvements without for¬ 
saking any of my formerly held 
religious beliefs. 

The two Bible chair directors 
feel that TM is a direct threat to 
Christianity but it is, in the most 
practical sense, one means, to¬ 
ward improvement of human 
relations by it’s proven reduction 
of anxiety. I for one firmly believe 
that humanity could stand the 
improvement. 

In closing Iipropose that TM be 
offered here at TJC and that 
students interested in taking TM 
or having it offered at TJC contact 
your counselor. For those who 
wish to learn TM immediately, 
instruction is offered in the area 
by a non-profit organization head¬ 
ed by Maharishi Mahesh Yogi. I 
must stress that TM does not 
depend upon your acceptance of 
theories; all that is needed for 
success is a simple willingness to 
experiment and a desire to enjoy 
greater happiness and fulfillment 
in life.

B. F. Myers, assisting Collins 
at the games as time keeper, 
holds a certificate of accreditation 
from the Southern Basketball 
Officials Association. 

Their jobs with the Apache 
basketball team are part time. 
Collins is editor of the Lindale 
News and Myers is math in¬ 
structor at Boulter Junior High 
School. 


Collins, accredited since ’73, 
attends refresher courses the first 
two weeks in November every 
year in Shreveport. 

Myer’s Tyler Chapter of South¬ 
ern Basketball Officials Associa¬ 
tion classes are held in the Texas 
Power and Light building audi¬ 
torium every Wednesday in Octo¬ 
ber. 

“The rules are quite differ¬ 
ent,” said Collins. “For instance, 
in high school basketball you have 
a bonus situation on the fifth foul. 
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In college you go to the seventh 
foul.” 

A bonus situation is a free 
throw from the foul line when a 
player has been touched or fouled 
in some other way resulting in a 
free shot followed by another if 
the first is made. 

Athletic Director Floyd Wag- 
staff said the team has had 
several score keepers in the past 
though none has been accredited 
by the NCAA. 

In high school basketball the 
umpire or referee is~ the lone 
authority in deciding if a ball has 
left the hands of a player in the 
final seconds of a game. 

“In college ball, the score 
keeper is the lone authority in 
deciding if a ball has left the 
hands of a player,” said Collins. 
“This is in the final minutes of 
play before the buzzer sounds, 
when the referee or umpire can’t 
tell.” The score keeper also in¬ 
troduces the players for both 
teams. 

The time keeper is respon¬ 
sible for the clock. He puts the 
teams on the clock and has lone 
authority of the floor in the last 
20 minutes before tip-off. 

“The players have just so 
much time to get on the floor 
before tip-off,” said Collins. “If 
this does not happen a foul can be 
called. This can’t be done if the 
time keeper is not accredited.”

The TJC Apaches have created a 
better monopoly game—basket¬ 
ball in the Texas Eastern Confer¬ 
ence North Zone Tournament. 

While Parker Brothers play 
their game on the “boardwalk,” 
the Apaches play their type of 
game on the hardwood. 

The Apaches ’earned their 
record 11th straight trip to the 
two-day event with a resounding 
72-68 victory over the Paris 
Dragons. Because of scrambled 
standings, the Tribe faces a still 
undetermined opponent at 8:30 
p.m. March 1 in the Henderson 
County Gymnasium in Athens. 

The Apaches have recorded 12 
conference wins with the latest 
victories being a hard-fought 
75-72 win over the Henderson 
County Cardinals and a 98-88 
romp over the Panola Ponies in 
Carthage.
